the  Y Center  Operating  Board  as 
a standard  of  dress  in  the  Y Cen- 
ter. 

According  to  ASBYU  Presi- 
dent, Bruce  L.  Olsen,  the  code 
is: 

“A  part  of  the  education  of 
every  student  is  the  knowledge 
of  appropriate  dress  and  social 
etiquette  in  accordance  with 
standards  of  modesty,  dignity 
and  self-respect. 

“A  fundamental  tenet  of  the 
LDS  faith  is  the  dignity  of  the 
human  body.  Standards  of  mod- 
esty are  basic  to  our  faith. 

“You  are  expected  to  exemplify 
in  both  dress  and  action  the  high 
standards  of  conduct  which  are 
fundamental  to  the  Latter-day 
Saint.  To  help  you  better  underr 
stand,  we  offer  explicit  clarifi- 
cation of  appropriate  dress  and 
ocial  ettiquette  at  BYU. 

“Along  with  positive  suggest- 
ions we  remind  you  of  actions 
which  bring  criticism  and  nega- 
tive feelings  toward  offenders. 

A.  Shoes  should  be  worn  when 
you  are  outside  your  own  living 
area. 

B.  Shorts  should  be  worn  when 
you  are  participating  in  sports  or 
in  your  apartment.  They  are  out 
of  place  on  the  campus  or  in 
public  places. 

C.  Grubbies  may  be  worn  only 
at  designated  times  for  activities 
for  which  they  are  appropriate, 
such  as  Y Day,  etc.  (These  will 
be  announced  through  the  stu- 
dent body  president.)” 

When  it  became  apparent  that 
problems  were  resulting  in  the 
way  people  were  dressing  and 
how  administrators  were  hand- 
ling the  problem  in  the  Y Center, 
we  felt  a need  for  students  to 
review  the  problem  and  make  a 
recommendation,  President  Ol- 
sen commented. 

The  following  committee  was 
appointed:  Ray  Goodwin,  vice 
president  of  culture,  chairman; 
and  members  Vince  Breglio,  sen- 
ate president;  Elaine  Church, 
Summer  School  secresary;  Doro- 
thy Peterson,  graduate  senator, 
Sally  Drawhorn,  Y Center  em- 
ployee; and  Rich  Rolapp  1963-64 
studentbody  president. 

The  committee  recommended 
that  an  educational  program  be 
set  up  as  the  key  to  enforcement. 
They  proposed  programs  and 
fashion  shows  illustrating  dress 
standards  and  discussion  groups 
at  Freshman  Orientation. 

Summer  School  officers  have 
been  asked  to  advertise  the  ap- 
propriate dress  for  specific  oc- 
casions, President  Olsen  said. 
This  should  help  students  in 
knowing  what  is  expected  of 
them. 

He  said  that  one  of  the  main 
points  the  committee  stressed 
was  that  the  right  of  the  indi\-id- 
ual  should  be  acknowledged. 
Through  education  the  dress  code 
should  be  pointed  out  and  we 
would  hope  that  the  decision  of 
the  student  would  be  to  abide  by 
that  code.  However,  the  decision 
would  be  the  student’s  to  make.

LDS  Doctrine 
Vs-  Evolution 

Charles  Darwin  wrote  his  tour 
de  force  “The  Origin  of  the  Spe- 
cies” in  1859,  and  it  sold  out  al- 
most  on  the  first  day.  The  con- 
troversy which  this  work  has 
stimulated  has  caused  many  peo- 
ple to  question  their  faith  in  the 
creation  story  of  the  Old  Testa- 
ment. Some  say  that  the  two 
points  of  view  cannot  be  recon- 
ciled. 

In  1925  the  feud  was  brought 
into  court  in  Tennessee  where  a 
teacher,  Mr.  Scopes,  was  brought 
to  trial  for  teaching  evolution  in 
thje  public  schools,  a violation  of 
Tennessee  law.  He  was  defended 
by  Clarence  Darrow  and  the  trial 
received  national  publicity.  Scopes 
was  found  guilty,  but  the  statute 
was  overturned  in  the  State  Sup- 
reme Court  in  1927. 

What  is  the  position  of  LDS 
doctrine  with  respect  to  the  doc- 
trine of  evolution?  An  informal 
lecture  will  be  held  on  Wednes- 
day, July  15,  at  8:30  p.m.  in  room 
278  of  the  Jesse  Knight  Bldg.

The  featured  speaker  udll  be 
Dr.  Glen  Moore  of  the  BYU  Bot- 
any Dept.  Dr.  Moore  is  a gradu- 
ate of  BYU  and  took  his  Doctor- 
ate at  the  University  of  Chicago 
in  1953.

Annual  Tirnp  Hike 
Will  Attract  Thousands 


More  than  5,000  persons  are 
expected  to  participate  in  the 
53rd  annual  bonfire  and  hike  to 
the  summit  of  majestic  Mount 
Timpanogos  Friday  and  Satur- 
day. 

Last  year  a host  of  climbers 
began  the  assault  on  the  peak 
which  dominates  the  Utah  Valley 
Skyline  and  2,525  of  ttiem  reach- 
ed the  top,  a new  record  number. 

The  12-mile  trek  through  rock 
slides,  glaciers,  waterfalls  and 
fields  of  flowers  will  begin  of- 
ficially at  4 a.m.  at  Aspen  Grove, 
according  to  Dr.  Israel  Heaton  of 
the  Brigham  Young  University 
Recreation  Department,  chairman 
of  the  event.  The  Grove  can  be 
reached  from  either  Provo  or 
American  Fork  Canyons. 

A highlight  of  the  hike  will 
come  the  night  before  as  hikers, 
tourists  and  just  spectators  are 
entertained  at  the  traditional  pre- 
hike program  and  bonfire  in  the 
amphitheater  at  Aspen  Grove. 
The  program  wiU  present  variety 
acts  and  the  ti’aditional  dramatiz. 
ation  of  the  “Legend  of  Timpan- 
ogos,” the  tragic  story  of  an  In- 
dian girl  and  the  gods  on  the 
mountain. 

At  the  bonfire  also  Timp  sticks 
will  be  presented  to  the  oldest 
person  present,  the  person  com- 
ing from  the  greatest  distance 
and  the  head  of  the  largest  fam- 
ily present. 

Winning  photographs  of  the 
hike  and  scenes  on  the  mountain 
will  be  shown  on  a giant  screen 


• at  the  conclusion  of  the  program. 
The  slide  contest  is  under  the  di- 
rection of  Robert  Alien,  PTovo 
businessman  and  photo  chairman. 

The  Provo  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce will  award  the  coveted 
Summit  Badges  to  those  who 
reach  the  “little  house  on  the 
top”  of  the  peak. 

Last  year  the  committee  ran 
out  of  badges  and  had  to  order 
50  Oadditional  to  mail  to  the  hardy 
hikers  who  reached  the  top  eifter 
the  supply  was  gone.  Di-.  Heaton 
said  there  will  be  plenty  this 
year. 

Clarence  S.  Thomock,  super- 
visor of  the  Uinta  National  For- 
est, and  Mike  Wright,  ranger,  re. 
port  that  the  trails  will  be  in  good 
condition  even  though  there  is 
more  snow  than  last  year  be- 
cause of  the  late  snowfall  and 
cool  spring.  The  trails  should  be 
better  because  of  realigning,  they 
said. 

“Because  of  difficulty  with 
rowdy  teenagers  last  year  after 
the  bonfire  officials  are  taking 
every  precaution  possible  to  gee 
that  those  incidents  are  not  re- 
peated,” Dr.  Heaton  said. 

“Aspen  Grove  will  be  heavily 
patrolled  by  police  officers;  co- 
operate with  them,”  he  said. 
“People  will  not  be  permitted  to 
roam  the  area  during  the  night; 
if  you  don’t  intend  to  make  the 
hike  don’t  stay  around  the  area 
after  the  program.” 

Hikers  are  also  urged  to  stay 
off  the  trail  at  night.

MONTGOMERY,  ALA.,  — July 
13,  A three-judge  federal  court 
Monday  refused  to  order  state- 
wide (lesegregation  of  Alabama 
public  schools  but  directed  and  en- 
courage” integration. 

The  court  ordered  Gov.  George 
Wallace  and  the  State  Board  of 
Education  to  refrain  from  inter- 
fering in  the  future  with  any 
court  order  which  may  be  handed 
down  to  do  away  with  segrega- 
tion. 

Wallace  used  state  troopers  last 
year  to  delay  the  admittance  of 
Negroes  to  white  schools  in  some 
instances  blocking  them  from  en- 
tering the  school  buildings. 

Wallace  was  not  immediately 
available  for  comment  on  the  rul- 
ing.

Clyde  D.  Sandgren,  BYU  vice 
president  and  general  counsel, 
said  Brigham  Young  University 
is  willing  to  consider  selling  the 
Forest  Dale  Golf  Course  back  to 
Salt  Lake  City. 

The  Salt  Lake  Commission  in- 
dicated June  23  it  was  interested 
in  repurchasing  the  property. 

The  LDS  Church  purchased  the 
property  Jan.  14,  1959,  for  $567,- 
680  for  the  purpose  of  construct- 
ing a junior  college. 

The  Church  paid  a lump  sum  of 
$542,000.  The  sale  proceeds  were 
used  to  construct  the  Mountain 
Dell  golf  course  in  Parleys  Can- 
yon and  nine  holes  at  the  Rose 
Park  golf  course. 

City  Auditor  Louis  E.  Holley 
said  the  rest  of  the  prchase  price 
remains  to  be  adjusted,  less  inter- 
est charges  to  the  city.  The  pro- 
perty deed  transfer  has  been  held 
up  at  the  suggestion  of  Mayor  J. 
Bracken  Lee  until  adjustment  is 
made.

A new  Utah  Association  for 
Student  Teaching  has  been  organ- 
ized to  attack  problems  of  in-ser- 
vice  training  in  the  state,  it  was 
anounced  today  by  the  president, 
Ray  T.  Wilcox  of  Brigham  Young 
University. 

This  will  be  the  first  time  a 
Utah  unit  has  affiliated  with  the 
national  group,  the  Association 
for  Student  Teaching,  Prof.  Wil- 
cox said.  Dr.  Janyce  Taylor  of 
University  of  Utah,  is  vice  presi- 
dent and  Mrs.  Eva  Miller,  BYU, 
secretary-treasurer  . 

The  organization  now  has  50 
members,  but  Prof.  Wilcox  said 
he  expects  it  to  grow  soon  to  sev- 
eral hundred.  The  group  will  in- 
vite cooperating  teachers,  college 
supervisors  and  administrators  to 
join.  It  is  not  open  to  student 
teachers. 

Representatives  are  participat- 
ing from  all  universities  and  col- 
leges which  grant  teaching  de- 
grees— Utah  State  University,  We- 
ber  State  College,  University  of 
Utah,  Brigham  Young  University, 
Westminster  College  and  College 
of  Southern  Utah. 

Purposes  of  the  organization, 
according  to  Prof.  Wilcox,  are  ex- 
change of  ideas  on  student  teach- 
ing, dissemination  of  materials, 
cooperation  with  other  state  or- 
ganizations,  and  encouragement 
of  in-service  training  programs 
for  cooperating  teachers. 

Utah  has  a large  number  of  stu 
dent  teachers  in  comparison  with 
the  number  of  eligible  cooperat 
ing  teachers,  the  president  said. 
There  are  also  some  questions 
about  what  reward  should  be  gi- 
ven the  cooperating  teacher  and 
differences  of  opinion  as  to  what 
should  be  the  student  teaching 
experience.  Each  school  has 
slightly  different  systems.
